Claims 1-3,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Jung (akeady of 
record). 

Jung teaches compounds according to the invention at page 988 scheme 3,4,5. The 
reference teaches how to make the compounds @ page 989 column 1.
